PR E SID E N T M ILLER 
ON 
TU E 
TAYLOR DILL. 
President Miller of the St. Beni rail­ 
way company has written an article 
which appears in the Milwaukee Senti­ 
nel, reviewing the bill intrc(laced in the 
senate by Mr. Horace A. Taylor to regu­ 
late the railway traffic of this state. Of 
cours?, the opinion of Mr. Miller is that 
of a railway manager, bnt there are some 
pointe and suggestion* in it that merit a 
very careful reading and a good deal of 
6ober and unprejudiced consideration. 
The chief points of the Taylor bill are ae 
follows, with the comments of Mr. Miller; 
First, the provision that it shall be con­ 
sidered unjust discrimination to charge a 
higher rate for one carload than for more 
than one. 
The renewer to this by Mr. Miller is 
that "by the ruling of various courts this 
has become law, without express stat­ 
utes.” 
Second, the proposed bill required the 
making of joint through rates with other 
lines. 
To whioh Mr. Miller answers by saying 
that this is unjust "in that it may com­ 
pel a company having its own time be­ 
tween two points, to give its business to 
other lines. 
Common law 
already 
obligee a railway company to make prop­ 
er and reasonable arrangements for the 
transportation of freight from a station 
on one line of railway to a station on an­ 
other line.” 
Third, the proposed bill provides for 
the enforcement of the loDg and short 
haul principle. 
' 
Mr. Miller answers this as follows: 
“This provision in the inter-stale com- j 
merce law has produced nothing but 
trouble and damage to the material in­ 
terests of the west. 
Ask any lumber­ 
man or manufacturer in the state of Wis­ 
consin if it is not a most pernicious 
provision. 
Since its in co rp o rate into 
the Iowa law it has paralyzed manufac­ 
tures in that state and bas seriously dam­ 
aged 
all 
ether 
interests. 
In 
a 
state 
having 
so 
large 
manu­ 
facturing 
interests 
as 
Wisconsin, 
there should be the utmost freedom 
from 
arbitrary 
conditions governing 
transportation, always within the limits 
of reasonable and just rates—each case 
on its merits. 
The long and short haul 
provision will surely be fatal to the in­ 
terior manufacturing interests of the 
•tate.” 
5 Fourth, the bill piovides for three 
commissioners instead of one. 
M r. Miller makes a pretty strong ans­ 
wer to this fourth feature of the b ill: 
“The bill provides that one of the three 
commissioners shall be a competent and 
•killed engineer, another competent and 
■killed in freight traffic. 
The compen­ 
sation fixed is $3,GOO, for which sum it ie 
expected to secure such talent for an un­ 
certain tenure cf cilice. Any railway 
company would be glad to obtain the 
■ervioes of such men for a higher salary. 
They do not grow on every bush. The 
result would be a second-class engineer 
and a second class freight man to pre­ 
scribe rates and regulations.” 
Fifth, the provision of the bill gives ’ 
the commission power to prescribe rates. I 
Mr. Miller says that this provision has 
never failed to pre duce evil results, 
bringing on antagonism between the oom- 
mission and the railways and conse­ 
quently tedious and expensive litigation. 
Then he Baya that the board of railway 
commissioners of Massachusetts, which 
bas always been eminent for its broad 
and judicious treatment of railway sibairs, 
in a report several years since uied lan­ 
guage to this effect: "This board has 
not and does not eeok the power to make 
rates, 
We believe such power would 
impair 
the 
usefulness 
of 
the 
board.” 
In 
a 
later 
report 
the 
board Bays: "We know the difficulty 
which is felt when experienced freight 
managers try to adjust a tariff. 
We 
have never claim ed, but have elwaya 
denied that a railroad commission was a 
proper tribunal for fixing taaffs.” The 
mter-state cnmmerce 
law, 
whatever 
other fault it may have, has not this col­ 
ossal one. 
The sixth provision of the bill is. that 
ta case of the prosecution growing out of 
a dispute between the commission and 
the railways, the rates named by the 
commission, However faulty, are to be 
taken aa prima facie reasonable and just 
and to be evidence acco dmgly. Mr. 
Miller says with a good deal of force, that 
suoh a provision as this dues not deserve 
a place among the statutes of any civ­ 
ilized community. 
In speaking of the comparison of rates 
in Wisconsin with those of other states, 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Illinois, Mr. Mil- , 
ler says that no mention is made of the 
volume of tonnage, which is four times | 
larger in Illinois than in Wisconsin; five 
times larger in Iowa; and one and a halt 
times larger in Minnesota. Then Mr. Mil* 
ler makes one statement that is worth 
remembering: ‘‘The larger part of the 
lccaltisffic of Y\»ccnBlD^ say 94 per 
cent., is moved on coif; modify and ter­ 
minal tariffs. The commodity tariffs 
are made for the benefit of manufactur­ 
ers; the terminal tariff for the 


the situation and furnish new cause for 
alarm. 
The present situation is ton 
grave to be trifle! with by attempting to 
place Wisconsin on the place of iowa and 
Minnesota in its treatment of railways.” 
Again: “ Nearly all of the shipper,, 
have found themselves able to obtain 
correction of errors without the inter­ 
vention of the commission. 
In other 
other states, the resole cf the radical 
legislation has not been such as to al­ 
lure Wisconsin into the same thorny 
path. The railways have been constantly 
harassed and placed on the defensive. 
Antagonism h s been cultivated to fur­ 
nish a field for the explore of the ambi­ 
tious statesmen, and the result baa been 
endless and vexatious controversy and 
litigation, when theie should be good­ 
will and harmony.” 
In ooccluding a revitw of the Taylor 
bill, Mr. Miller says: “The railways of 
the state of Wisconsin have been proud 
of their relations with the people, and 
have endeavored to show their apprecia­ 
tion of the just and liberal treatment they 
have received, by rendering the best 
possible service, and by doing all in their 
power to advance the material interests 
of the state.” 
Mr. Miller states a sober truth when 
he says that ill-advised legislation re­ 
garding railways has been productive of 
great harm, not only in placing additional 
and severe burdens upon railwaySoompa- 
niee, but in creating antagonism between 
the companies and the people that should 
not exist. 
Railway 
companies have 
been inclined of late years to generously 
respond to the just demands of the peo­ 
ple on moat points pertaining to traffic 
rates to trains, and there seems to be a 
Bentiment abroad in the state that there 
is no need of any further legislation 
the subject.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 25.—Both Houses of 
Congress adopted suitable resolutions on 
the death of Representative Janies N. 
Burlies of Missouri and then adjourned as 
a mark of respect to his memory. 
The entire Missouri delegation in Con­ 
gress, together with Speaker Carlisle, Mr. 
Randall, and the other members of the 
committee on appropriations, 
met at l l 
o’clock Thursday morning to take suitable 
action upon the death of Representative 
James N. Burnes. 
There were few remarks beyond a brief 
statement of the sad necessity which had 
called the members together, and the dele­ 
gation confined itself to the adoption of the 
following resolutions: 
“ Resolved, That tho House has heard 
with profound sorrow the announcement of 
the death of the Hon. James N. Burnes, 
late representative from the State of Mis­ 
souri. 
“Resolved, By the House of Representa­ 
tives, the Senate concurring, that a select 
committee of seven members of tho House, 
and tiiree members of the Senate be ap­ 
pointed to take orders for superintending 
the funeral and to escort tho remains of 
the deceased to the place of burial, and that 
trio necessary expenses attending the exe­ 
cution of this order be paid out of tho con­ 
tingent fund of the House. 
“Resolved, That the sergeant-at-arms of 
the House Le authorized and directed to 
take such steps as may lie necessary for 
properly carrying out the provisions of 
these resolutions. 
“ Resolveil, That the clerk communicate 
tile foregoing resolutions to the Senate, and 
that, as a further remark of respect to the 
memory of tho deceased, the House do now 
adjourn.” 
According to the present understanding, 
the funeral is to take place at St. Joseph, 
Mo., the homo of the deceased, and the 
committee left here with the remains at 
7:40 o’clock Thursday night for that place, 
reaching their destination Sunday evening. 
The committee on appropriations, of 
which Mr. Burnes was a member, met at 11 
o’clock, and did not enter upon any public 
duty. 
On motion of Gov. Long a resolu­ 
tion of respect to the memory of the de­ 
ceased was adopted and placed upon tho 
journal of tho committee.

I n d ia n a po l is, Ind., Jan. 25.—The an­ 
nouncement that James A. Moore, agent 
for the ( onnecticut Mutual Life insurance 
company, was a defaulter to the extent of 
several hundred thousand dollars caused 
great astonishment hero. 
Mr. 
Moore was born in Maidson, this 
State, and is a son of a banker w’ho was 
largely interested in the^branch of the old 
State Bank of Indiana, located at that 
place. 
He came to this city about twenty- 
five years ago and entered tho employ of 
Fletcher & Sharpe, bankers. 
He remained 
with this firm for several years and mar­ 
ried a daughter of Mr. Sharpe, after which 
ho entered business on his own account. In 
1872 he secured tho general agency of 
the 
Connecticut 
Mutual 
Life Insur­ 
ance company, 
his 
operations being 
quite extended, 
covering 
ail of 
this 
Stat* and portions of Illinois. 
He was 
also secretary and treasurer of the Moore 
Desk company, and had spent considerable 
money in fixing up a building for safe- 
deposit purpotes, work on which is now in 
progress. 
He was regarded as a safe, suc­ 
cessful business man, and his financial 
standing was not questioned by any one in 
tho city. 
He is a prominent member and 
vestryman in the St, 
Paul's Episcopal 
church, and his personal habits were unex­ 
ceptionable. 
All 
efforts 
to see 
him 
have so far failed, personal calls at his 
Pennsylvania stroet residence and 
at 
hi* farm, a few miles in the country, not 
being answered. 
A prominent banker of 
this city who saw Moore says the latter in 
formed him that he (Moore) was in serious 
financial difficulty with the Connecticut 
Mutual. 
The banker inquired why he did 
not call upon his friends to come to his re­ 
lief, to which Mr. Moore replied that tho 
amount involved was so large that he would 
be unable to obtain enough money to tide 
over tho difficulty.

“ Tho non-existence of such 
agrcetfieids, However, will not cause G er­ 
many to fail to respect tho rights acquired 
by other States by virtue of their treaties 
with Samoa.” 
London, Jan. 25.—Tile article iii the 
North German Gazette relative to th*

what of a commotion in <<ffinnl circles here. 
By some persons it is. regarded as a deliber­ 
ate defiance to the 
Washington Govern­ 
ment. 
fcecrotary Bayard’s Viewi. 
W ashington, Jan. 25.-—When Secretary 
Bayard was shown tho Berlin di-patch giv­ 
ing the North German Gazette’s views on 
the Samoan question, he said he did not 
know what authority the Gazette ba l for its 
statements,cense jueutly he could not assume 
them to ba official, and they m ight, after 
all, prove to l»o mere newspaper gossip. 
In regard to the statement that Germany 
would violate no treaty in acquiring an 
ascendency in Samoa, Mr. Bayard called 
attention to the declaration concerning the 
liomtdaries of Hie German and English 
dominions in the West Pacific ocean, signed 
a t Bertin April 6, 18SM, and he thought 
this agreement precluded German acquisi­ 
tions in Samoa, and that Germany was 
bound to respect the rights of that island. 
This declaration, 
after 
defining the 
bouiidaries of the respective pos-essions of 
the two countries iii the W ed Pacific ocean, 
provides that neither pf them will make 
any acquisitions of other territory nor es­ 
tablish any protectorates over any other 
territory in the West Pacific ocean. 
Tho 
last section of the declaration expressly 
provides that the Navigators 
(Samoa) 
islands, with which Germany, Great Brit­ 
ain and tho United States have concluded 
treaties, and the Friendly (Tonga; islands, 
and the Nini (Savage) islands shall in fu­ 
ture, as heretofore, fbrm a neutral te rri­ 
tory. 
Opinion* of (lie Members. 
Such members of tho House committee 
on foreign affairs as could bo seen wer * 
averse 
to discussing 
Samoan 
affairs. 
Representative Russell of Massachusetts, 
who was to-day designate I as a rnemlier of 
the sub-cominittee having the m atter in 
chafge, when told of the position tak ii by 
the North German Gazette, remarked that 
“ if m atters should roach an extreme point. 
I don’t believe that we are going to be 
eaten up by any Europ. an power.” 
Mr. H itt said that while the article con­ 
tained nothing that was untrue, still it was 
evident that it breathed a hostile spirit, 
incited, no doubt, by exaggerated accounts 
which had reached Berlin of the feeling iii 
America. 
Touching the possibility of seri­ 
ous trouble resulting from the Samoan 
affair he was disposed to make light of it. 
“ Of course,” said he, “ therecan not for an 
instant bo any doubt as to the action of the 
United States if an attem pt is made to I 
m istreat us. ’ ’ 
Mr. Morgan said that Secretary Bayard ] 
had been very unjustly criticized for hi- 
eourso in this m atter. 
“ As a m atter of 
fact,” said Mr. Morgan, “ ho has done all 
that could lie done, and when all the facts 
are disclosed it will be found that his ]>ol- 
iey all through has been dignified, positive, 
and truly American in every respect.” 
Must M aintain Samoan Independent* . 
Senator Frye said: 
“ I think our treaty 
lights are such in Samoa that we cannot 
perm it the independence of Samoa to be 
taken away from her. 
If Germany can 
put a Governor who is nothing but a tool 
of her own into power in Samoa they can 
compel them at once to give notice to the 
United States to terminate all our treaties, 
and after notice they would bo terminated 
in a year. 
I think the treaties, on the 
whole, taken together, do guarantee tho 
indejiendence of Samoa. 
I think Mr. Bis­ 
marck in all of his dispatches has indicated 
that this is his idea of it. 
I think the idea 
of war is as absurd as it ]iossibly can be.’’ 
Senator Dolph also thought the treaty 
between tao United States and Samoa, 
which was ratified before the treaties !«*- 
tween that government and Great Britain 
or Germany or any otfier civilized govern­ 
ments were negotiated, confers upon us 
rights and creates as to us, obligations 
which are inconsistent with the destruction 
of the independence and autonomy of the 
Samoan government.”

The Mayor aud Com mon Council of the City of 
Janes rilie do ordain ais follows: 
.Section I). Section 2 of an ordinance enti­ 
tled an ‘‘ordinance prescribing the lire limits 
of the city, and the construction of buildings 
therein,” is he-eby amended by striking out of 
said pection, the words "or other fire proof m a­ 
terials," from the fifth line of said section as 
the same appears in the printed bock printed 
in 1882, containing the charter and ordinances 
of said city, and by inserting the word “or” 
after the word "stone” at the end of the fourth 
line of said printed ordinance, and by inserting 
after the word "closed” at the end of the forty- 
first line of said section as so printed, the fol­ 
lowing: "Any platfoim . stair, walk, balcony or 
structure other than a building, any portion of 
which shall be more than twelve feet from the 
ground, shall be either wholly made of, or 
wholly covered with, iron or some other fire 
proof material,” and by striking out all of 
said section 2 af I cr the word “provisions” in 
the forty fourth line of said section as so 
printed, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: "within said lire limits, except on 
Main street or Milwaukee street by an atlirma 
tive vote of two-thi’ds of all the aldermen of 
said city. Every application for such permis­ 
sion shall be made in writing, and shall specify 
th e ’ength, breath and height of the proposed 
building ti e materials of which it is proposed 
to construct the same, the purposes for which 
said building i - to be used, and the distances 
in every .direction to the buildings nearest to 
the site of such proposed building.” 
(Section 2). Section 3 of said ordinance No 
95 is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
"Section 3. No building >r part of building, or 
other structure, within the lire limits, which 
does not conform in its construction to the re 
quirements of this ordn ance, shall be raised, 
enlarged or removed to any other place within 
sa n limits, nor shall any such building, or 
oth°r structure, be moved into tho territory em­ 
braced in bald tire limits, nor shall any such 
building or other str> cture within said limits 
hich may hereafter be damaged to the extent 
of fifty per cent of the value thereof, be re 
I aired or rebuilt, nor shall any such building 
or other structure after being damaged less 
than fifty per cent of its value, be made higher 
or to occupy more space than before such in­ 
jury 
The amount or extent of any damage 
done to any building or other structure, within 
said fire lim its may be determined by three 
disinterested lesidents of said city, to be ap­ 
pointed by the common c mncil, on applica­ 
tion, and the decision of the three persons so 
chosen, or a majority of them, shall be report* 
ed in writing to the common council for its ac* 
tion.” 
(Section 8). Section 4 of said ordinance No. 
95, id hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 4: ‘ Any building, platform, walk, bal­ 
cony or other structure which shall be erect­ 
ed, enlarged, removed or repaired, or in process 
of erection, removal, enlargement or repair, 
contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be deemed a nuisance; and the common 
council may, after reasonable notice in writing 
to the owner, or his agent to abate the same, 
by written order require the city marshal to 
raze such building or other structure to the 
ground. I he marshal shall fulfill the require­ 
ments of such order and report the expense 
thereof to the common council, aud the owner 
of such building or other structure, shall be 
liable to said city for such expense. 
(Section 4). Section 5 of said ordinance No. 
95 is Hereby amended bv adding to said section 
the following: ‘ And each day, during any part 
of which any building, platform, walk, balcony 
or other structure, erected, moved, enlarged or 
repaired, or in process of erection, removal, en­ 
largement or repair, in violation of th :s ordi­ 
nance. shall be maintained, shall constitute 
and be deemed a separate violation of said or­ 
dinance. 
(8ection5). This ordinace shall take effect 
and Le in force on and alter its passage and 
publication.

cerning charity and its general diffusion 
that graced the walls on Tuesday was re­ 
placed by a banner of similar proportion 
bearing the legend, "A man’s a man for 
a’ that,” and a single glance through the 
Armory door was enough to show that 
the evening wa9 the one of all the year 
held sacred to Scottish clans. 
There ie 
a witchery about the name of Burns that 
none who have in their hearts memories 
of Scchn can withstand; but those who 
told of Highland forefathers were not 
alone in their devotion to him who saw 
"the rank as but the guinea’s stamp.’ 
Many who could olaim only general fel­ 
lowship as lovers of truth and justice, 
joined those that gathered beneath the 
Armory Hags, and added their voices to 
the stirring strains of "Auld Lang Syne.” 
That Rock oounty Caledonians had 
added one more to their already long list 
of successes was early assured. By eight 
o’clock nearly five hundred couples had 
found places within the walls, and lis­ 
tened with appreciation to the pro­ 
gram m e presented. 
When the throng 
bad been fairly seated President James 
Mills arose and looked out over the sea 
of faces. 
"Thirty years ago,” he said, "tho first 
celebration of any importance in Janes­ 
ville, commemorating the birth of Burns, 
was held in Lapping hall. A few loyal 
Scotchmen conceived tne idea of cele­ 
brating the one hundredth anniversary 
A and successfully carried out a programme 
in the enjoyment of whioh many of you 
partio pated.

honored in all quarters of the world,

But as the years 
roll en the tender reverence for Burns 
increases and to-night there are ban­ 
quets and many other «utbusiastic'gath- 
erings being held to honor Scotland’s

Society, meeting as we dohene to­ 
night, to celebrate the third anniversary 
in connection with the 130th birthday of 
our favorite poet.

And here, first of all, we touch upon 
the secret of the world’s love for this 
pest and his songs. His poems build 
up in the mind the picture cf the poet 
himself. 
The biography of Robert 
burns needs Bot to be read. It is writ­ 
ten in his verse. The boy, the mar, his 
toil, his poverty, his loves, his joys, 
his sorrow, his nobility, bis genius, his 
love of country, of liberty, of nature, his 
faults, all are there. We read his poems 
and we know the man. We feel the per­ 
sonality. We sum it all up and we find 
a great human heart, touched with the 
beauty, the joy, the sadness, the bitter­ 
ness of life, overflowing with sweetness 
and charity even while irSiiffers, and all 
tie while bursting forth in song so sweet, 
so full of nature, so trut; so fall of na­ 
tural human love and natural human 
hate, 60 full of all that is high and noble 
and 
at 
times 
so 
truthfully 
and 
humanly, 
but 
always 
manfully 
falling so low, that we recognize the true 
child of nature and the true poet of life 
We recognize in him and his poetry the 
drama of life and nature personified—a 
drama, of which, when truly rendered, 
we never tire. Not a genius that works 
laboriously to construct a monument for 
fame to licht npon, but a genius that 
pushes itself forth as a bad opens into 
dower. Burns’ personality then attracts 
us to him. and when we oome to know 
him we find him so like a mao, and 
withal, at heart so like ar good man, that 
we feel at home with bim. 
We find in 
nim the expression of thoughts which we 
seem to recognize at once as ours. 
We 
like to love and laugh, and sot ll , and 
drink with him, beanrg all the while no 
malice. 
We know there is no fustian 
aboat bim, no uncovering of the head, 
no bending of the knee, to power, no, 
nor jet to priest; no outward whiteness 
and inward corruption, at the same time 
no boasted wickedness. 
If Byron bad more of Barns, or Burns 
more of Byron, we should change our 
opinion of both.

I he majestic music of Homeric poetry 
bearing with it visions of gods, and le­ 
gends of heroes, is wafted to as over the 
wide distance of centuries. 
A nations 
gods, a nation’s history, embalmed in 
language so sublime that should 
all 
,’tber record be blotted out, Greece and 
ber gods and ber heroes would be im­ 
mortal. 
Such was the magnificent genius of 
Homer, and yet neither christian heart 
lot Pagan knee bows in honor of his 
birth. 
Dantes grand and melancholy mus­ 
ings placed the poet’s laurels on his 
brow, but brought him not the love of 
humanity. 
Spencer, with all his beauty of diction 
and wealth of imagination, with all the 
eminence of a firstling in a nation’s 
literature, finds but a curious place upon 
the library shelf for his "Fairy Queen” 
and for himself no friends among us. 
Milton’s sublime and heavenly song 
has^compelled scholarly admiration, bat 
neither the man nor his music has 
touched the human heart. 
The weird and transcendent genius of 
Byron Hashed upon the world like a mete­ 
or from the darkness. The sweetness, the 
beauty, the merit of his poetry has never 
been surpassed, but the world, even his 
own people, received not the man 
Shakespeare, npon whose scored head 
perhaps as Richter said of Goethe we 
ought not to sit in judgment, familia as 
is that household name, lives not in per­

not impiously criticize Providence. He 
merely leaves that unsolved problem to 
tbe mysteries of death and the unknown 
future. As another moral element iu 
Bams’ poems we find, high and lasting 
honor paid to the heart’s dearest afftc- 
tioue. From him 
‘New light on home seen nature beamed, 
New glory over woman.” 
Byron’s poems on this subject are like 
the costly bttifioial Howers sometimes 
exhibited, made of brilliant glass or 
gems. But Burns’ love songs are like 
wild flowers picked with tbe dew no 
tbem. Now after a hundred years, they 
are fragrant, and heaven’s dew is on 
them still, 
As another moral service Barns exalted 
manly honesty 
or honest manhood 
When his genius first appeared the high­ 
er classes of scciefy were disposed to 
patronize him. Home of them actually 
got him a place worth two hundred and 
fifty dollars a year! 
But when he 
claimed his privilege of being treated as 
their equal they scorned the manhood of 
a peasant poet. What a shame it seems 
that they meanly revenged themselves 
on his independence 
by withholding 
even tbe small pecuniary support which 
might have saved him from bis early 
death 
Our best hope for society will be 
near fulfilled when that poets vision is 
realized and 
“Man to man tbe world o’er 
Shall brothers be for a’ that.” 
And one other moral element in Burn s 
poems is the spirit which they breath of 
true liberty. Of tbatsoog Bams struck 
the key note. 
But tbe excesses of the 
French revolution then prevailing preju­ 
diced all minds against tbe very name of 
liberty, and so tbe poet’s free spirit was 
neither understood nor appreciated. He 
came too early in tbe season for bls song 
to be believed; just as the earliest robin 
often ?cmes when snow and ice are yet 
npon tbe ground ■ 
He smgs of tbe birde 
and blossoms before they arrive. Our 
American poet of freedom, Whittier, sang 
in tbe genial springtime of American 
liberty yet confessed that his note is 
only the same pare tone which that 
other 
Robin bed sung befere bim. 
Poets are born not made, and have a 
pc tile paternity which should to duly 
honored- 
Thns Milton acknowledged that the 
source of his poetic life was Dante. 
And Dante said "Virgil was my teacher. 
And Virgil owned himself a child of 
Homer. 
Bo Burns humbly oalled bim 
self a follower of Allen Rameey and 
Ferguson althongb he w bb one of tbe 
most oiiginal of poets. And even more 
directly our pure-minded quaker poet of 
American life and liberty owns bis debt 
to Barns in this beautiful poem of which 
I will recite but a few verses. 
Wild heather bells and Robert Bures! The 
moorland flower and peasant! 
How, at their mention memory turns hor pages 
old and pleasant. 


J ;all to mind the summer day, the early har­ 
vest mowing.

Mr. Healy represented Mr. O’Brien at 
the trial, and after the case for the crown 
had been presented he applied for subpoenas 
for I>)rd Salisbury and Mr. Balfour, both 
of whom, he asserted, had made speeches 
similar to those of Mr. O’ Brien. 
The court 
refused to Issue the desired subpoenas. 
The 
spectators in the court room received this 
decision 
with murmurs, and the magis­ 
trates ordered the galleries to be cleared. 
While thus was being done Mr. O’Brien ex 
claimed ‘‘ITI clear out, also,” and started 
for the door. 
The magistrates shouted 
“ rftop him!” and a constable grabbed Mr 
O’Brien, but after a sharp tussle, with tne 
aid of some of the spectators, he managed 
to reach the street with no worse damage 
than a torn coat. 
An immense crowd escorted O'Brien 
through the town. 
The police used their 
batons without mercy upon the people, who 
responded with stones and sticks.

the melee Mr. O’Brien was struck violently 
iii the breast with a rifle stock.

persons were injured. 
The court issued a w arrant for the a r­ 
rest of Mr. O’Brien and then ad joumed.

he will find the description of Bedford 
square, the London home of the Elsmeres, 
and but a two-minutes’ walk from Mrs. 
W ard’s own house, says the Critic. Rumor 
now has It that Mr. and Mrs. W ard have 
found for themselves a summer home in 
Surrey, surely one of the prettiest counties 
in all England. 
The place they have 
bought is near Heslemere, where Tennyson 
lived several months of the year, and where 
Mrs. Gilchrist, the friend of Dante Rossetti 
W alt Whitman, wrote many of tho letters 
which have lately been given to the world. 
Mrs. W ard has published two or three 
other books, less famous than 
"R obert 
Elsmere;” but none appeared until after 
she had been m aned several years. 
The 
first was "Milly and Oily,” a story for 
children, illustratedby Mrs. Alma-Tadema. 
How strong is her love for certain parts of 
England is already shown in this very 
simple little tale. 
Her child hero and 
heorine come from Oxfordshire, and their 
summer journey, of which the story is 
tile record, is to tho lake country, where 
Robert Elsmere first met Catherine. 
A 
good deal of Mrs. W ard’s personality can 
be learned from her books. 
"Milly and 
Oily” was published in 1881. 
In 1884 it 
was followed 
by her first novel. 
"Miss 
Bretherton,” which made some talk at the 
time, because the heroine, an actress, in 
certain ways suggested Miss Mary Ander­ 
son. 
There was just enough similarity to 
gossip. 
Many passages in "Miss Brether­ 
ton” clearly reveal Mrs. W ard's 
great 
reverence for, and sympathy with, French 
genius and French ideals. 
It 
was this 
probably, that led her to the translation of 
Amiel’s "Journal Intim e,” published in 
1885. 
Tho “ Journal” is of 
immense 
interest to all who care for psychological 
problems and struggles, but it is a book 
pre-eminently for the few. 
Even Mathew 
Arnold's criticism of it in one of the 
English magazines could not make the 
translation popular. 
Besides her mastery 
of the French language, shown by this 
work, is said that Mrs W ard knows more 
about Spanish literature than almost any 
woman living.
